MEMORIAL SERMON.* 


BY REV. ALBERT DUNLAP. 


‘* He arose, and smote the Philistines until his hand 
was weary, and his hand clave unto the sword; and the 
Lord wrought a great victory that day; and the people 
returned after him only to spoil.” II. Sam. 23: 10. 

Eleazar, the subject of this text, was one of the three 
mighty men chosen by King David to be his military 
counselors and chief captains in war. Each of the 
number had been chosen because of extraordinary 
courage in field contest. Adino, who satin the seat 
of the Tachmonite, was promoted to the distinguished 
honor of being one of the trio, because he had coura- 
geously lifted up his spear against an invading force of 
Philistines to the number of eight hundred, whom he 
slew at one time—that is, all in one engagement. (II. 
Sam. 23: 8) Shammah the son of Agee fell into favor 
with the king, because he had successfully defended a 
field of lentils, from which bread for the people was 
made, from an attack of the foe. (II. Sam. 23: 11.) 
And last, Eleazar, who is the central figure in the triad 
of David's military heroes, immortalized his name in'a 
more extended and severer contest, showing great en- 
durance of courage. He smote the Philistines until 
his hand was weary. And although it was possible to 
exhaust his strength, his courage yet remained un- 
daunted. His arm doubtless fell with weariness to his 
side, but his hand did still grasp his sword with the 
true grit of an heroic soldier. The hero’s fingers had 
become set by his strong grasp of his weapon, and he 
clung to his sword with the tenacity of a drowning 
man’s grasp at the first object presented to his reach. 

The picture here drawn is an exceedingly impressive 
one. Its influence must be like a skylight thrown 
upon the drama of life’s active battle-field, making all 
its seenes vivid with heroic realities. There are many 
important lessons-and analogies suggested by this liv- 
ing scene, which we mey apply in elucidating the duties 
and qualities necessary for man in the whole course of 
human affairs. 

The theme which we must discover and exalt to first 
and main consideration as the first lesson of the text 
iw 

HEROISM. 
But we do not purpose to view this theme in the ab- 
stract but in the concrete; not as applied to one phase 
of life but to all. If human life was not a conflict as 
well as an existence we should have:ne opportunity for 
the display of heroic powers; and neither should we 
need to be in possession of such powers atall. But 
being a conflict, it must necessarily follow that courage 
and heroism will remain among the cardinal virtues of 
manhood. The old time philosophies exalted these 
traits to the very apex in the pyramid of human excel- 
lencies. Obhrist did not.signal them down, but put love 
over the top for their crown, The Christ philosophy 
does not take away courage and heroism; it is no bribe 
for indifference and slothfulness; it is not a go-easy, 
go-apace contract with men. On the contrary Chris- 
tianity neryes the manly traits to their utmost tension,

by the pure and quickening motives for action which it 
presents. These powers, under Christian discipline, find 
their true governing laws of control, so that an ambi- 
tion, which might have been a terror under the old 
regime of Greek and Roman standards, becomes s 
blessing under the discipline of the new dispensation of 
love in Christ. 

The daily experience of man testifies with great con- 
victing force as to the environment of conflict befalling 
our lot. Even the great Prince of peace, Jesus Christ 
the righteous, says: “I came not to send peace but a 
sword.” The sword first and peace afterwards seems 
to be the nature of the divine example. Really the 
only attainments worth having are those which come 
as the crown after the conflict. The subjugation of 
antagonistic forces makes the way for the reign of peace- 
ful elements. The sword has always been a favorite 
weapon of the world, yet we should have learned ere 
this that all victories are not won with weapons of cold 
steel; but some of the grandest triumphs of life are 
brought about through the instrumentality of truth 
as the sword of the Spirit. Our life is a lesson 
of conflicts—conflicts everywhere; in state, in society, 
in the home, and in the heart’s own citadel. In all 
these fields there is need of the manly virtue of hero- 
ism, and it should be as true and courageous as was 
EKleazar’s grasp on his sword. 

Is man a citizen? Then he has duties binding upon 
him corresponding to his privilege of citizenship, and 
his obligation in this direction can no more be shaken 
off guiltlessly than he could shake off death after the 
breath has left the body. His first duty is to make as 
good a government as he can, and next to reward it 
with his own faithful allegiance, and lastly to defend 
and perpetuate the same at the cost of any sacrifice ex- 
cept truth and right. It was because the people rec- 
ognized the sterner duties of citizenship that the Gov- 
ernment was enabled to make an enlistment of over 
two million men for the Union side of the great Ameri- 
can conflict. The sacrifive was awful, amounting to 
almost a sea of blood, stretchiog across the center and 
south of the continent. Nothing but the sablimest 
patriotism should make such a sacrifice, or be justified 
in the carnage of war. About one-seventh of the 
whole number in rank lay silent on field or in grave in 
the mystery of death when the bugle sounded the 
clarion note of peace. More than a score of years 
have passed since the tide of blood was turned back, 
but the Nation’s tears are not all shed yet, and never 
will be until all the generations have passed who were 
in any way connected with the gory scene. These gen- 
erations are slowly but surely passing down the stream 
of life. The ex-warriors are fast stepping over to the 
other shore. Time’s calendar is making the record on 
the nether side, and the books will be entirely closed 
to all the actors and witnesses of the war drama before 
the middle of the next century. It is a solemn 
thought, yet we must remember that it is God’s law 
that we must make room for others. 

But was the war such a necessity as to atone for the 
frightful slaughter of life? Jor union of government 
and the cause of freedom there was left no alternative 
but the challenge of war. The merits of the question 
we may now cease to discuss, for the American people 
generally concede the justness of the cause represented 
by that glorious old ensign, the stars and stripes, or if 
not fully conceding that do acquiesce in the results of 
the strife. No apology, no defense is therefore neces- 
sary for the noble actors who, with life in hand, breast- 
ed the tide of bullets to save the imperiled country. 
Cover them over with glorv, and let the hand be palsied 
that would strike from the record any of their honor. 


The day of war with its dark back-ground of sor- 
rows is past. Our beloved country does not need war- 
riors now. God grant that she may never need them 
again! But she does need another and a numerous 
class of working heroes. She needs upright men, who, 
in their secular occupations, will lay hold on the prin- 
ciples of honor and integrity with a grasp like Eleazar’s 
sword grip. These virtues are jewels of rare worth. 
They are not altogether unknown, but are not so com- 
mon as they should be. There is too much of a liabil- 
ity on the part of the average citizen to copy from the 
low moral standards exhibited in the debased men of 
the earth. The exalted ideal is lost in the whirl of 
corrupt customs, In some communities and with 
many men the golden rule has fallen below par; as 
stock in the market it would sell at a great discount, 
for their habits are all adverse to its principle. The 


world needs more men of honor bright’ for daily duty— 
men of sound principles who dare to maintain them in 
both private and public life. Itis an heroie spirit that 
will show itself in just weights and measures, in hon- 
est, unwatered stock, and in every-day fair deal. 

The apparent financial lapses, which result from the 
exercise of conscientious scruples of right, should 
never be counted against the value of principles, for 
all gains resulting from a compromise of such scruples 
are a loss to true manhood. Such losses are too hard 
to bear; they will tip the beam to the final disadvan- 
tage of the soul. For honor’s sake we can afford to lose 
houses and lands, but for their sake we can not afford to 
lose honor. ‘What shall it profita man if he gain the 
whole world and lose his own soul?” One should hold 
to principles so firmly that he would be oblivious to 
the scars and marks resulting from the grasp. The 
force of Eleazar’s grip seemed to be almost uncon- 
scious to him, although the handle of the sword must 
have made considerable depressions in the flesh of his 
hand. The force of principle in one’s life will do 
much to lighten the weight of any burden or soothe 
the sorrow of any eacrifice which its application might 
seem to entail. To lose with the world is ofttimes sig- 
nificant as showing a gain with God. 

The true, heroic spirit does not count the enemy's 
force in comparison with its own resources, nor consider 
any compromise to the advantage of the foe. General 
Grant put this thought into proverb when, in reply to 
General Buckner, who had requested a truce and terms 
of capitulation, he said: “The terms are unconditional 
surrender! I propose to move immediately upon your 
works.” Valor says strike if your cause is just, 
though the enemy be ever so stately in appearance. 
Do right, though the multitude frown and the hosts 
of wrong are legion. The Philistines were many, but 
Eleazar’s sword conquered. The firmness of his grip 
on his weapon, under the blessing of God, defeated the 
foe. If this man of war had looked behind he would 
have seon that all the men of Israel were gone away that 
day. Cowardice would have said retreat before the foe, 
or at least run up a flag of truce; but cowrage said on 
to the conflict, and strike with the might of your right. 
Kleazar alone, wielding his own sword, dazzling in the 
sunlight with the paint of the foeman’s gore, struck 
the steady blows which wrought a great victory that 
day for Israel. It is encouraging to have by our side a 
strong company of help in any field of useful activity, 
but the doing of duty should never be made to depend 
on the presence or actions of others. Does a man tell 
you that he will unite with the church and attend to 
religious duty if certain others of his associates will? 
Then you may stamp the lintels of the doors of his 
house with the words: Moral courage is a stranger in- 
side. There is nothing in one’s religion who bases his 
action on the proposed course of others. The only 
thing which can inspire the mind of man with a sense 
of the grandeur of lofty heroism is the thought that 
the proposed action is right, and because right should 
be performed in spite of all opposition. The actor 
may stand alone as to this world, but if right he stands 
in with God, and he is more for us than all they who 
can be against us. If, therefore, all Israel is away— 
stands aloof—when some mighty contest is on hand, 
let not that deter us from doing our duty, and doing it 
nobly and fearlessly. 

A man who laya hold of the truth with Eleezar’s 
grasp, and makes that his companion-piece in all con- 
tests, will not fail in the marks of a true hero. Are 
you anxious for a record of honor? Just remember 
that the power which fails not but wears better than 
the indelible print on the fabric, is not that which 
comes by accident or falls upon us as a sudden legacy, 
but is that which is wrought into the very woof of life, 
and which shows its true, sterling worth on the sur- 
face of every action and in the current of every 
thought. “Truth is mighty and will prevail.” 

The truth-man must never be switched off the line 
of integrity for policy’s sake. Put such an one into 
politios and he would shape the ends of politics to serve 
the people, with the greatest possible good. But one 
void of the essential principle in the same place would, 
if he could, make politics a great salver to serve him- 
selt with fatness, for official place with him is of more 
value than sound government. As things are now 
drifting true statesmen are scarce, while politicians are 
but too plenty. In consequence our polities are degen- 
erating into mere machines for controlling votes to 
secure power for an anxious party and over-anxious 
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politicians. A little moral heroism applied along this 
line of political abuse by citizens in repute before God 


to rise above its difficulties and to overcome our own 


weakness, is what we all need and must have if we apy- 


and man, with the same bravery which characteriz:d where near fill the measure of an heroic life. 


the men in blwe in the great civil conflict, would serve to 
redeem a noble Government from the manipulations of 
designing men, and open to her a fairer chance for the 
sway of moral elements. 

The truth-man’s integrity will be open and known to 
all men. His principles he will advocate fearlessly, 
although they may be unpopular. His methods will be 
unlike the noisy clatter of the demagogue who gyrates 
freely about his schemes and policies, for his cause 
needs only the clean-handed argument of one who 
knows the value of right. Sound men pray for their 
principles, and of course must practice in harmony 
with them in their lives. Is it too much to suppose 
that such an one, advocating grand principles and pray- 
ing for the same, would carry his representation on 
his ballot when he goes to exercise the franchise laid 
‘upon him as an American citizen? Oh, for men of 
Eleazar’s grip on principle—men who can assert their 
liberty to shake off the shackles of political partyism 
when questions of right are at stake! One has gaid, 
“* Dare to do right, though office be lost, or election fail, 
or poverty come, or party clamor asgail.”” There is no 
way to make right prevail except by the heroic method 
of its friends. 

True heroism means to fearlessly follow the right, 
and to courageously breast the dangers incident thereto. 
And here all workers have opportunity even though 
some may be more conspicuous than others. The dirt- 
man with his pick, the woodman with his ax, the 
farmer with his plow, the mechanic with his rule, the 
merchant at his counter, the professor at his desk, the 
counselor at the bar, the orator on the plattorm, the 
statesman in legislative hall, and the minister in the 
pulpit, all have opportunity to make honorable and fair 
record of hiroic work for God and mar. 

We would not have men live in the past, for present 
needs and future hopss are alway: making fresh de- 
mands upon us. We should not let our own ambition 
decay in the light of other men’s glory. “The lives of 
great men should remind us how we can make our 
lives sublime.”” The world’s heroic workers should in- 
fluence us to round up our lives with fullest mission. 
As fellow-comrades we should not think of ourselves 
more highly than we ought to think. When we hear 
the orator’s eulogy on our cause and on our service, let 
us not suppose that our life’s work ended with the good 
service done in the time of the country’s peril. God 
spared us to give us more opportunity, and we must be 
equal to the occasion. We should make a daily record, 
for lite is a great book with new leaves turning every 
day. God grant that the leaves may be filled with 
good deeds nobly done! 

There are memories clustering around the dark war 
scene which we can never forget, and we may even de- 
light to rehearse them. But while doing so let us not 
forget to move on—on! for there are blockades to be 
raised, forte to be captured, and battlements to be 
scaled in the duties of to-day. It is our imperative 
duty to move immediately upon the enemy’s works. 
We will not need the saber, the carbine, the musket, 
the minie rifle, or the Gatling-gun, but we will need 
truth, righteousness, and the heroic nerve of God’s 
best workers to storm the citadels of error about us. 

Our field is the world divided into its several rela- 
tions of family, society, church, and state. To fill our 
measure everywhere life must be a busy scene. l'rom 
the hollow of the cradle to the pit of the tomb there is 
a constant marshalling of forces; and lest we should be 
found fighting against God, our devotion to right should 
be as pure and as self-sacrificing av was the martyrs of 
sacred history. It will not do either to presume too 
much on our weakness as a palliation for inactivity. 
Eleazar was weak, for he was alone; but God made 
him strong. The king of the Moors was literally weak, 
for he was fast dying with the consumption of a fatal 
distemper. Yet, while in this condition, he summon- 
ed his army to repel an invading foe. He was carried 
on a litter through the ranks, that by voice and 
geature he might inspire his troops. When at last he 
saw one portion of his army breaking before the enemy, 
he summoned the little strength of life remaining, and, 
throwing himself out of the litter, he rallied the line 
and led his men once more to a successful charge. But 
the next few minutes witnessed his expiring breath; 
died a hero on the field, but the Moors were success- 
ful. Strong convictions for our own work, and courage 


We may not all be great as the world credits for 


greatness, but, in the highest sense, it is possible to- 


win the laurels. True greatness consists in a mastery 
over self and over our circumstances, and over all 
to let God have the mastery over us. .The first con- 
quest that one needs to make is the conquest of his 
own being. A proverb teaches that “he who ruleth 
his own spirit is greater than he who taketh a city.” 
If one can not conquer self, and bring hig appetites and 
passions into subjsction and his spirit into discipline, 
how dare he lay his hand upon the world? Let him 
attack the foes of his own house, and conquering there 
he will have the right of way to other fields. 

As men are engaged in the conflicts of life, they 
semetimes feel that its ciroumstances have so turned 
‘into fates that they are hedged in from fields of useful- 
ness. The heroic spirit is needed again! When 
Napoleon’s friends told him that he could not cross 
the Alps with his army, for the circumstances were 
all against him, his impassioned reply was, “Circum- 
stances against me! Why, I make circumstances.” 
And on went the climbing hosts over the rugged steeps. 

Knergy to push and make way for life’s duties is one 
of the grandest elements of success. But over all these 
personal masteries should appear the hand of God in 
supreme masiery over all. Man is not fully equipped 
for life’s battlement until he feels that all his faculties 
and powers of being are endowments of God for grand 
and noble uses. The vine ascends to lofty heights be- 
cause of the stately oak which supports it; so man may 
go up through a grand life to unparalleled heights of 
immortal glory if he shall lean upon God as his support. 

I have now only time for briefest mention of the 
second lesson of the text. 

SPOIL. 

“The men of Israel returned only to spoil.” Liter- 
ally they came back to reap the benefits of EKleazar’s 
victory. It scems so ordered that we must all occupy 
some ground conquered by others. Some men labor 
and other men enter into their labors is the universal 
law of human experience. We have a right to the 
legacy left to us as the memorial of other men’s labors, 
yet we foo must win some victories that others may have 
“spoil” to gather. We are all enjoying blessings now 
won for us by the legions in blue. And common grati- 
tude must express itself once more in garlands of praise 
over the martyred dead. After the rising of to-mor- 
row’s sun (Memorial Day) we shall be brought face to 
face with scenes which will revive all the sad memories 
and heartaches of other days. As our emotions are 
quickened by the anniversary exercises, we shall all in- 
stinctively say, Let the graves of the dead be covered 
over with flowers, and let their ashes rest in peace, 
honored by a grateful country. We that are living are 
preparing for our own memorial, for we are now in the 
land of the dying. When we are dead, loving friends 
may erect over our graves the ingeniously carved 
marble or the more imposing granite shaft; and it may 
stand for ages testifying to the birth, name, and death 
of the descendant, but, after all, this is but of small 
significance. The more enduring monument is that of 
a good life which one builds for himself, the influence 
and accomplishments of which he leaves to his posterity. 
Such a memorial will never fade out. The inscription 
on heaven’s tablet will be bright and glorious with im- 
mortal youth when granite and marble have decayed.

All this section of country was settled very early in 
the seventeenth century by the Pilgrims and Paritans, of 
whom it is said they were of the very best blood of old 
EKogland, and it is their descendants, almost pure, who 
now cultivate the same fields, travel the same roads, 
and are generally of the same steady habits of their 
noble sires. These are the people among whom our 
evangelist is to labor. Some thought we would better 
neglect these places and start a mission in some city; 
but others were of the opinion that charity should be- 
gin at home, and that the conference had some obliga- 
tions to assist its own members before going to new 
and uncertain fields, where the people are constantly 
changing, and if a few were gathered one year they 
might the nex} year be in some other city and be heard 
from no more. In all the five places in our conference 
we have a house of worship in good condition, and at 
New Castle a parsonage; in each a nucleus of a church 
and society ready to go to work with. Farther, the 
money we pay our missionary would scarcely pay the 
rent of a place of worship we should be obliged to hire, 
should we start a mission in one of our large cities. 

The writer is heartily in favor of building up in pop- 


ulous places when it can be done, yet, as a man of busi-; 


ness, is of the opinion that we must work with the 
means at hand. I was appointed to collect the funds, 
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and am glad to report that 1 have never seen for such 
an object so much willingness and even earnestness to 
do something. Nearly all our pledges are taken for 
four years, as we meant business more than talk. Bro. 
Mugridge reports very favorably so far. At New 
Castle, he says of one meeting, ‘House almost full; 
good, earnest work.” At the otherstation where he holds 
_ prayer-meeting Saturday evening and preaches Sabbath 
morning, he thinks there is need of a meeting, although 
it is a rural section. It was reported before by one 
who is thoroughly well acquainted and truthful, “that 
there are many young people there, also.” Many of 
these young men and women will eventually find their 
way into the larger towns and cities, and if rightly in- 
structed now, in their youth, will help to build 
churches where they settle for life. It is a fact patent 
to everybody that a large share of our ablest business 
and professional men have been born in the rural towns 
where they were taught, both by precept and example, 
habits ot industry, economy, and good common sense. 
They may have been children in skunk’s hollow, but 
every whit men in the great city. It is an historical 
fact that in process of time the families run out in the 
cities, and become extinct or virtually so as far as the 
world knows, unless some of the members return to the 
land and cultivate it for a livelihood, and rear their 
children there. The disciples who were scattered 
abroad on account of the persecution that arose about 
Stephen, went everywhere preaching the Word. The 
enemies of Christ meant to erush the new doctrine, 
but instead scattered the fire which will never cease 
burning till time shall be no more. We should culti- 
vate the fields we already occupy. This we must do, 
and not leave other fields untouched. An aggressive zeal 
is what is needed to Christianize the world. We hope 
that all our members in the Rockingham and Strafford 
conferences will esteem it a privilege to give something 
for the good of this work which we have so successfully 
started.

“LARGE BODIES MOVE SLOWLY.” 


And little ones too, sometimes. 
few copies of the Christian Palladium, printed at Al- 
bany, N. Y., by Elder Jasper Hazen nearly fifty years ago, 
were handed me by Mrs. EK. Tillapaugh. In the num- 
ber for June 10, 1848, I find the following article, 
which ig so much to the point and so much needed 
now to be practiced by every Christian, that I send it 
for publication in the HERALD: 

“T will pay five dollars annually on the pledge. Bro. 
Hazen, in presenting the above promise, I wish to say 
a8 my opinion that an annual subscription is preferable 
to a donation, if that donation is not to be followed up 
yearly. Isuppose the object of the present move is to 
lay the foundation of a regular and lasting missionary 
establishment. If this is not the object, I think it 
should be. Merely to make an effort for once to aid the 
cause of God in the West, and then retire and do no 
more, will effect but little if any good. In many cases 
it is better not to strike the first blow, if it is not to be 
followed by asecond. The circumstances of society de- 
manding the reforming and elevating influences of the 
Gospel are not likely soon to pass away. And if the 
cause requiring missionary effort is not to be removed 
by one year’s labor, should not the labor be continued? 
And if the first effort should but increase the demand 
and expediency for such labor, should not the effort be 
as lasting as the cause requiring it? It is observable in 
children and men of small and unstable minds, and also 
in young and unsettled societies, they do and then 
undo; they commence without prosecution, and begin 
without sufficient calculation, and end without benefit. 

“A wise and persevering missionary operation would 
do good among us as a people, not only where the con- 
tributions would be expended, but where they were 
raised. It would tend to form business habits, which 
are needed; for we have been more spiritual than for- 
mal, and more prone to go by feeling and impulse, than 
by sound principle and settled policy. 

“Much of the novelty and exciting causes which drew 
thousands around us in the days of our early history, 
have passed away, and if their place is not supplied by 
sound sense, deep piety, and persevering energy, we 
shall retrograde and fall back, and our influence and 
numbers willlessen. There are learning, and talent, and 
piety, and well-conducted establishments around us in 
other denominations; and the attention and sympathies 
of general society, especially of the better informed part, 
will not long be heid unless they discover an equal 
degree of piety, sound principles, and useful institu- 
tions among us, or at least a germ which promises soon 
to produce them. Society will collect where there is 
something doing to purpose, except the lazy and penur- 
ious. And these we may have if we will; and we shall 
have them, if we do little or nothing, for, ‘birds of a 
feather will flock together.’ But if we are wise, active, 
benevolent, and devoted, the good, the wise, and liberal 
will gather to our standard, and become stable members 
of our churches. I do, therefore, earnestly desire that 
the missionary movement now among us may ripen 
into a settled mode of action, durable as the wants of the 
church, and propitious as the showers of heaven.

Rev. Elijah W. Barrows died at his home in Lake- 
ville, Mass., May 25, 1887, aged 81 years and 11 
months. Bro. Barrows was born in the town of Mans- 
field, Conn., June, 1805. His parents were in moder- 
ate circumstances, and in those days the opportunities 
for acquiring more than a “common school’”’ education 
were not what they are at the present time, so that 
our brother had only his own energies to depend upon 
to seek the gratification of his thirst for knowledge. 
He obtained, however, by diligence rather more than 


an ordinary education. He was a painter by trade,|} 


and divided his time between painting and teaching 
school until he entered the ministry. I remember 
when J was quite a lad, he came to my father’s house. 
He was painting in the neighborhood, and the church 
being destitute of a pastor, and learning that he some-

times preached, he was invited to preach on the Sab- 
bath. He was several miles from home and had noth- 
ing but his work clothes with him; but among my 
older brothers a sufficient outfit was improvised, which 
with the overcoat of my father made of him quite a 
presentable minister. Thus equipped, he went to 
church and preached to good acceptance. He often 
referred to this circumstance as I met him in after 
life. Our brother labored in Connecticut, Rhode Is- 
land and Massachusetts most of his time after he com- 
menced to preach. 

He served the church in Providence as pastor in its 
earliest days and was present at their reunion some- 
thing like a year ago. Although preaching some- 
times to churches of other denominations, he was: 
strongly attached to the principles of the “Christians.”” 
He was for many years clerk of the Rhode Island and. 
Connecticut Conference, and filled the place with 
great fidelity. In 1842 he with others laid hands upon 
the writer in ordination, and he was the last one of the 
committee who cfficiated at that service.. I visited 
him at his home last October and spent a very pleasant 
day, it being mostly devoted to conversation about 
years gone by. At that time I remarked to him that 
I had attended the funerals of thirteen Christian min- 
isters within the last thirty years, when he replied 
that in a little while he should probably pass away and 
perhaps I should add another to my “list.” This was 
my last interview with him. I was sent for to attend 
his funeral, but other funeral engagements prevented, 
and his funeral was attended by a brother of the 
Methodist denomination with whom he had been ia- 
timate for several years, 

Bro. Barrows was of a genial temperament, and his 
house was a welcome home to any who visited him. 
He had been married four times. By his first wife he 
had one child, a daughter, who survives him; by his 
second he had a son, who lives in Middleboro, Mass. ; 
and by his third, three, who are living. His fourth 
wife also survives him. 

Thus one by one the old veterans of the cross are 
being called from the battle-field of life and mustered 
out of earthly service to join in the song of triumph 
in the home above, while others of us are—

EEE 
FIELD NOTES FROM THE NEW YORK EAST- 
ERN CHRISTIAN CONFERENCE. 


REPORTED BY MRS A. E. WESTON. 

The New York Eastern Christian Conference is in 
session at Huntersland, Schoharie County, in the 
midst of these beautiful hills and valleys which seem 
to be the foot hills of the grand Catskill range of 
mountains. This place is northwest from the Catskill 
and southwest from Albany, about thirty miles from 
each, on the boundary line between Schoharie and 
Albany counties, the church being in Albany County, 
while Huntersland is in Schoharie County. This 
church, a new edifice, built about a year ago and paid 
for before it was dedicated, by its neatness and good 
taste reflects credit upon the society that built it. 

The country here is very hilly and the hills are 
large and high, but fertile fields are cultivated almost 
to their tops, giving them a picturesque and charming 
appearance. The chief product seems to be hops, cul- 
tivated with pecuniary profit to some and loss to 
others, but always with impoverishment to the farms. If 
I were a farmer I should prefer to raise some herb 
more for the “service of man.” 

The attendance is very fair, though not what it 
would have been if this place were easier of access. 
Among the visiting brethren present we notice Rev. 
C. J. Jones, editor of the HERALD oF GoOsPEL LIBER- 
ty; Rev. J. J. Sammerbell, of New Jersey; Rev. John 
Byrkit, ot Indiana; Rev. J. D. Childs, of western New 
York; Dr. G. H. Ball, of Buffalo, and Rev. J. M. 
Langworthy, of Utica, the last two of the Free Bap- 
tists, and Rev. D. Boyd, agent of the American Bible 
Society. 

Tuesday and Wednesday were occupied by the ses- 
sions of the ministerial institute connected with this 
conference. This isan important institution, and very 
helpful to the ministry. It would be well if all the 


preaching brethren of this conference could avail 
themselves ot its advantages. 

Among the subjects which occupied the attention of 
the institute were the “Temperance question,” “The 
Union of the Christians and Free Baptists,’ “The 
Pulpit as seen from the Pews and the Pulpit as seen 
by Itself,” and others of vital importance, and they 
were handled with ability and in a good spirit. 

On Wednesday evening, after an able discussion by 
Rev. J. J.Summerbell, of the question, “Is the church 
losing its hold on the working classes?” Bro. Byrkit 
gave a lecture on the “Resurrection,” in his own 
inimitable style. 

Thursday morning the conference met at 9 A. M. 
The morning session was occupied in the election of 
officers and the appointment of committees. Rev. A. 
H. Morrill, of the Christian Biblical Institute, was 
unanimously elected president, and the other officers 
retained. The opening address by Bro. Borthwick, 
unexpectedly called upon on account of the absence of 
Rev. E. A. Hainer, was an earnest and inspiring pre- 
sentation of important practical thoughts. 

Thursday evening Dr. Ball preached one of the 
most inspiring Gospel sermons I have listened to in a 
long time, from the text: “I am determined not to 
know anything among you, save Jesus Christ and him 
crucified.” I. Cor. 2:2 The congregation will not 
soon forget nor lose the effect of his presentation of 
the greatness and power of Christ as it was conceived 
by the Apostle Paul. 

On Friday the important business of the conference 
was pushed on with thoroughness and dispatch by the 
promptness of the committees and the energy of the 
president. The subject of the obligations of ministers 
not members of conference but pastors of its churches, 
and the right of the conference to require of them 
conformity to the regulations of the conference in 
matters of general work, and the relation of this to the 
independence of the churches, called out an animated 
discussion which resulted in harmonious but impor- 
tant action, expressing the opinion that they should 
hold themselves bound to co-operate with the confer- 
ence in all general measures. 

At 10 A. Mm. the subject of “Christian Union” was 
made the special order. After the presentation of the 
committee’s resolutions and a report from the mem- 
bers of the joint committee of the New York Siate 
Christian and Central Associations who were present, 
in respect to the meeting held in Buffalo, in January 
last, the subject was discussed until the hour of adjourn- 
ment by Rev. C. J. Jones, Dr. Ball, Rev. J. J. Summer- 
bell, Rev. D. Boyd, Rev. J. D. Childs, and Rev. J. B. 
Weston. The matter went over until the next day, 
when the committee presented some new resolutions ex- 
pressing confidence in all action that had been taken 
by our brethren in the matter of union with the Free 
Baptists, advising the continuance of effuris in the 
same direction on the basis of the Bible as the only 
authorized expression of faith and practice, ard au- 
thorizing delegates from this conference to the Cen- 
tral Association, in September, to act for the confer- 
ence in any joint convention on the matter that may 
there be held. These resolutions received the cordial 
indorsement of all present and were unanimously 
adopted. 

Friday afternoon the report of the Committee on 
Education brought the schools at Starkcy and Stan- 
fordville forward for consideration. Able speeches 
were made by the friends of Starkey, showing that the 
school is enjoying unusual prosperity, and that they had 
undertaken, with enthusiastic determination, to build 
a new building and raise a permanent endowment fund, 
large enough to put the institution on an independent 
and efficient basis. They have unusual encourage- 
ment in their work. The Christian Biblical Institute 
was indorsed in a few earnest speeches, but mre 
emphatically by cash and pledges, raised »n the fl:or, 
amounting to $136. 

Among the efficient instrumentalities for doing 
good for which this conference is noted are the 
Preachers’ Aid Society and the Missionary Board 
Both these matters came before the conference Fri- 
day forenoon. The former reports efficient aid ren- 
dered to needy ministers during the past year, and 
makes appropriation to the same for the coming year. 
The latter reports valuable work done for feeble 
churches, and the hope of establishing one or mo:¢e 


ter, the enactment of a law by which unused church 
property belonging to churches of the denomination 
becomes legally the property of the conference. This 
law was printed in the HERALD a few weeks since. 
These items of business and some other reports ocou- 
pied the sessions of Friday. 

_ Friday evening was devoted to Sunday-schools. 
Rev. J. MoCalman read a cleat and strong paper on 
“The objective point of Sundsy-school teaching.” 
Rev. D. I. Putnam discussed the question “How shall 
we bring the adults of our congregations into the Sun- 
day-school?” Rev. ©. L. Jackson presented “The 
Responsibility of Parents,” and Rev. A. H. Morrill, 
“The relation of the church to the Sunday-school.” 
The meeting was one of interest and profit, and can 
not fail to do good to the large assembly that enjoyed it. 
. Saturdsy forenoon, besides much miscellaneous busi- 
ness, the Franklinton School was before the confer- 
ence, and about $80 raised for its benefit. A report 
on foreign missions was made and discussed, and a 
Conference Woman’s Board recommended, auxiliary 
to the National Woman’s Board. This board was or- 
ganized in the afternoon by the election of Mrs. Har- 
court, of Albany, as president; Mrs. Allen, of South 
Valley, vice-president; Mrs. Draper, of Clove, record- 
ing secretary; Mrs. Jackson, of Albany, corresponding 
secretary, and Mrs. Putnam, of South Westerlo, treas- 
urer. Seven ‘dollars were paid in cash as membership 
fees and a collection of over twelve dollars taken in the 
evening. 

The conference finished its business Saturday morn- 
ing, and in the afternoon we enjryed one of the most 
blessed of fellowship meetings. The house was 
crowded beyond its capacity to hold, and in about two 
hours over ‘wo hundred testimonies were given, be- 
sides the singing. Four arose to signify their deter- 
mination to begin the Christian life. It was acknowl- 
edged, on all hands, to bea meeting of spiritual inter- 
est long to be remembered. 

Rev. Warren Hathaway preached in the ovening 
one of his excellent sermons, stirring hearts to their 
depths. 

On Sunday Rev. C. J. Jones preached in the church 
in the morning, and Rev. C. L. Jackson in the even- 
ing. Both rooms of the church auditorium and the 
Sunday-school room adjvining were filled, and many 
were unable to get into the house. In Middleburg, 
the business center for the adjoining town, the pul- 
pits were filled by ministers from the conference. 
Rey. C. L. Jackson preached at the M. K. Church in 
the morning, and Dr. Weston preached in the Re- 
formed Church ia the morning and in the M. K. 
Church in the evening, and Rev. J. I’. Morgan in the 
Lutheran Church morning and evening. 

Thus has passed a conference of much interest and 
success. It will be long remembered by many. The 
octogenarians, Revs. J. W. Stearns and H. F. Dexter, 
were present and cheered the younger men with their 
words of faith. They will meet us but few times, if 
ever, more. But all parted with the comforting hope 
of meeting again in the great conference above. 

P.8. Monday morning. —As you will see, my hus- 
band’s engagements took us to Middleburg for the 
Sunday. The morning brings reports of great satis- 
faction all around with the services in the various 
churches here; and from Huntersland there comes a 
report not only of large congregations, but preaching 
of uncommon ability and power. Bro. 0. J. Jones is 
said to have outdone himself in the morning, and Bro. 
Jackson did not fall below himself in the evening. 
Several arose for prayers both morning and evening, 
and Christians were comforted and encouraged. One 
lay brother of candor and intelligence who has at- 
tended the conferences with great regalarity for nearly 
twenty-five year, said he had recsived more comfort 
and strength from this session than from any that he 
remembers.

idadad The secretary of the Woman’s Board of the 
Baptist Home Missions reports $35,000 raised for their 
work the past year. They began work ten years ago 
and now have missionaries among ten American na- 
tionalities. They have 1,419 branch or local auxiliar- 
ies, having added 231 during the past year. 

--eeeeLhe Reformed Episcopal General Synod, held 
in Philadelphia, adopted a resolution protesting against 
the solemnization of marriages between divorced per- 
sons by their clergy, except where the separations go- 
curred for the one cause. In such matters ministers 
should look beyond the letter of the civil law. 

uaa The Presbyterian General Assembly (South), in 
session at St. Louis, referred the matter of reunion to 
acommittee of eleven to confer with a similar com- 
mittee of the Northern church. A minority report 
severely protests against the proposed reunion, and in- 
sists further that the discussion of the question isa 
hindrance to the progress of the géneral body, and so 
deplores it. 

abies The Y. M. OC. A. International Convention held 
its session this year in San Francisco—their first ses- 
sion beyond the Rocky Mountains. General O. O. 
Howard gave the opening address. The Hon. S. H. 
Blake, of Toronto, was made president. The number 
of associations existing is now 1,145, with a member- 
ship of 152,000. Eleven years ago their property valu- 
ation was $11,000; now it is $5,540,000. This is a won- 
derful financial consecration to simple moral work, of 
an undenominational character. The association em- 
ploys 600 paid secretaries. Subscriptions of $31,000 
for the work were taken. 

shied The anti-saloon Republicans met in Cooper 
Union, New York City, May 25th, and among other 
good things said were the following by Albert Griffin, 
Judge Noah Davis, ex-Secretary Windom, and Sena- 
tors Hoar, Edmunds, and Wilson, in the order named: 
“Drinking Republicans even now realize that the sa- 
loon is an unmitigated evil. The Republican party 
can not hold the temperance element through another 
campaign, unless it commits itself squarely on¢this issue. 
It is no longer safe to conciliate the saloon interests. 
Over the entrance of every Republican primary must 
be inscribed the words, ‘No rum-sellers wanted here.’”’ 
“I believe in appealing to the hearts of the people to 
put down the great curse of the saloon.” ‘This coun- 
try has before it again an irrepressible conflict. It 
could not exist half slave and half free. It can not 
exist half drunk and half sober. The temperance 
question to-day, like the slavery question in 1860, is no 
longer a question of individual rescue, but one of Na- 
tional safety.” “It the Republican party be entrusted 
with the power of legislation anywhere, it should use 
that power to repress that school and nursery of vice 
and orime, the drinking saloon.” ‘In populous cities 
especially, I believe the saloons exert a greater direct 
influence upon elections than the churches do. These 
saloons are, wherever they exist, the opposite of a 
blessing. I. earnestly hope that the Republican party 
in every state will, in every practicable way, wage war- 
fare against the whole system.” “I hope that the 
methods adopted may prove most powerfully effective 
in ridding our country of the malign presence of the 
saloon and the curse of the liquor traffic.”

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MY WALK AND RAILROAD RIDE BEFORE 

BREAK FAS171. 

Having preached in Springfield, Ohio, on the Sun- 
day previous, I arose on Monday with the sun; but as 
the cars did not leave till 7:15, I loitered by the way, 
contemplating the changes of the last few years. There 
lives Addison, son of Washington Wilson, deceased, 
long a pillar in the church, well known and beloved 
by the multitudes in Plattsburg and Springfield. A 
church in his old neighborhood has been organized by 
Elder W. A. Gross, of Springfield, and a “church” is 
being built. And there, on High Street, lives Dr. 
Isaac Kay, an eminent physician, a member of the 
Baptist Church, but an attendant of the Christian 
Church, of which his wife (angelic woman) and one 
son are members. Next I pass the humble and happy 
home of Mrs. Chloe Morse, a student of Antioch in the 
days of Horace Mann, and the widow of the honored 
and beloved late Elder Caleb Morse, who graduated 
at Antioch under President Mann. Soon I pass the 
home of youvg D . Clarence Kay, on High Street, son 
of Dr. Isaac Kay. and his wife, Florence, a daughter 
of Washington Wilson, above named. Clarence is 
clerk of the church here, a trustee of the church, and 
a member of the school board. They are not up yet 
(6 a. M.) and I pass on, turning to Main Street for a 
package left at the office of Elder W. A. Gross & 
Son, undertakers, near Main and Center streets. 
Sam, the office night clerk, is just stirring, and I pass 
on, calling at the Arcade Hotel to pen these lines in 
the writing room. This is a wonderfully well con- 
ducted building, owned by Mr. Kelly, the Mayor of 
Springfield. The Arcade is about fifty feet broad and 
sixty feet high, extending from Jefferson to High 
Street, with the C., C., 0. & I. depot at one corner and 
the post-office at the other. On both sides are elegant 
stores, and in the center is a beautiful fountain and 
aquarium. In the Arcade Hotel are now boarding 
two people who will soon be wonderfully missed in 
Springfield, viz., Dr. Elizabeth and Dr. Joseph Nobles, 
both of them members of the church here, and ex- 
pecting to be soon members of the church in New 
York of Rev. Martyn Summerbell, my nephew. Mra. 
Nobles is a wonderfully popular physician. Both are 
of the highest order of Christians. Bro. Nobles is a 
retired minister, and both are well known in the 
United States and Canada, and no words can express 
their worth. 

SECOND PART. 

I arrived at Yellow Springs about 8:10Aa m. The 
college bell for morning prayers rang a little before, 
and I go home. I pass the store of Bro. John Van 
Mater, formerly of Greenville; next the office of 
Editor E. A. Humphreys, son of the late Elder E. 
W. Humphreys; next the market of Bro. McKinney, 
secretary of Antioch College; then the store of Bro. 
Richardson; next the palatial residence of C. A. 
Ruth, whom I baptized in the Delaware about 1845; 
then the home of Mr. Carr and wife, she being a 
daughter of the White Pilgrim, Elder Joseph Thomas; 
turning to the right I pass the home of Willie Hum- 
phrey, a little lad of Union Christian College in 1860 
when I was there, also a graduate there and a profes- 
sor, but now a doctor and druggist at the Springs, 
leader of the orchestra, and of many good works. 
Nearing home, I come to High Street, Yellow Springs, 
where once lived ministers—first north, Elder Snow 
Richardson, then Professor Arthur McKinney, then 
J.T. Lynn, next Josiah Kuight, then E. W. Hum- 
phreys; next to N. Summerbell’s humble residence, in 
full view of “Antioch,” the prettiest college of the 
West, and the residence of President Long, D. D., 
LL.D., who does not believe in the disunion of the 
northern and southern Christians. At home, happy 
home; breakfast waiting. Little Mary Heath meets 
me at the gate and Mrs. Summerbell at the door. At 
8:20 o’clock A. M. breakfast ready.

FOREIGN MISSIONARY’S REPORT—No. 4. 

Rev. J. P. Watson—Dear Brother: In making this 
report [ can not but remember the loss of the Tasmania 
in the Mediterranean, and according to our reports, the 
captain, two mates, and the mail; should the last have 
not arrived, this may be the cause. 

During this month we have traveled over 6,000 miles. 
Starting from Port Said, till to-night (D. V.) we will 
be, in all probability, about 400 miles from Hong Kong, 
which (D. V.) we expect to reach to-morrow night or 
Monday morning. We have passed through the Suez 
Canal, Red Sea, Gulf of Aden, Indian Ocean, Straits of 
Malacca, and the South China Sea. Have called, to 
put out cargo and take in more, at Penang, staying fully 
two days, also Singapore, taking in also coal, and stayed 
one full day. 

Our employment has been reading, studying the 
Japanese language, besides the very many other lit- 
tle necessary matters. When in port we would visit 
the place, as well as some of the missions. On Sundays 
we generally hold two services on board, one on the 
deck, the other in the saloon; while the other portion of 
the day is spent in reading, conversation, exercising, or 
meditating. Occasionally we get an opportunity of 
conversing with one or another on the vessel; the fruit 
as well as of our Sunday labor is not yetseen. It seems 
to us strange how careless sea-faring men are in refer- 
ence to the’ things of God; very few have attended the 
services, and give excuses of being tired, overdone, want 
sleep, while others have none to give. We are content 


after giving them every opportunity, and trust Him who 
commands us to “cast our bread upon the waters, and it 
shall return after many days.” 

The Lord has been very good to usin giving us an 
excellent passage, which has been thus far, all things 
considered, one of the best we could have had. D. V., 
we expect to reach Yokohama in about two weeks or 


more. Our food has been good, as a rule, well pre- 


pared, a comfortable cabin, or room, and the head stew- 
ard is very obliging and kind. Our dear little girl is 
growing, is quite well, and so are we both. 

We have very little help from the Japanese, as my 
young friend gets tired of keeping up his daily short 
lessons, so we only have them occasionally. We can 
not expect to make much progi‘ess until we get our own 
teacher in Japan. Let us ever keep this important 
work in our hearts. Yours ever, in Christ Jesus,

DIARY OF D. F JONES FROM LONDON TO 
YOKOHAMA, JAPAN. 

Port Said, Egypt, Thursday, March 3lst.—Fine 
morning; wind continues from the south; the sea is of 
a light green at the above point. Have been very busy 
to-day finishing my diary, writing monthly reports, and 
letters for friends in order to mail them at Port Said, 
where we arrived in front by about3 p.m. As you 
come in sight it appears quite a small place; and as 
you enter the port at the entrance of the canal on either 
side is a long breakwater; a part of the one on the right 
appears like bales of cotton do piled up on some plat- 
form in the Southern States, but are, as one would sup- 
pose, large blocks of granite. In the port on our right 
and left are vessels; on the left are vessels which will 
enter in all probability into the canal after possibly 
coaling; their names are Socrabajia, Amoor, Cambodia, 
and Asphan; on the right is a French gunboat, two 
English troop ships, named Himalaya and Euphrates, a 
French mail ship, “Irrawaddy,” all homeward bound. 
The troops were returning from India, and after coal- 
ing, sailed away while the band burst forth with one 
of their lively tunes encouraging the heart of the poor 
soldier who has been away from his home and country 
seven years. By the side of these vessels, which were 
all fine,especially the British troop ships, lay the Rome, 
one of the English P. & O. mail ships, which left London 
about nine days before us, and when near to Port Said, 
about ten days before, at 5:30 A. M., rum aground, 
and, before getting off, which was not until 4:30 p. 
M., broke her rudder and rudder post, disabling her so 
much that she had to reship her passengers and cargo, 
and will return to Malta for repairs. If I had gone 
with that company, this would have been in all proba- 
bility the one I should have taken, as it was our inten- 
tion to have left England fully two weeks sooner. Here 
we went ashore. The whole place is built on a sandy 
plain; I suppose would be fully a mile and a half long 
and fully half a mile wide. The place was evidently 
built in a hurry, the houses being mostly built of plank; 
they are low; with a few exceptions, there are a few 
good, substantial buildings, such as the Mosque, the 
shipping vffices, etc. The streets cross one another 
and across the town. A great deal of bustle; chatter 
here, chatter there, a boy or man wanting to show you 
the post-office or somewhere else, following you, both- 
ering you, then begging you for pay. On one atreet I 
saw six or seven beggars squatted down about twenty 
steps apart crying for help. Nearly all are dressed in 
Kastern attire with their long robes, except the work- 
men and boys, who would be naked even above the 
knees, having their garment cither drawn up or havin 
only the under garment on. The women are nearly all 
veiled all over the face, except the eyes and part of nose 
and forehead; they have also three rings over their 
forehead, one above the other. Ob, that the church 
would awake to their whole duty and give these pre- 
cious souls with others the bread of life and light in 
their grossdarkness! Many gambling, drinking, idling, 
in fact, one wonders where all the people get enough to 
earn the necessities of life. A good number of shops 
in the place, many Egyptians and Arabs, a few shipping 
firms and coal merchants, which seems to be the chief 
business. On the opposite side are a few firms doing 
business. Not very far from here is the land where 
Jesus lived, walked, and died; the land of Palestine, 
around which so much centers, s0 many promises made 
so many fulfilled, so many yet to be fulfl ed. Howegla 
we ought to be that we, through God’s grace, have be- 
come recipients of the benefits resulting and coming 
through our blessed Redeemer aud his work !

WASHINGTON. LETTER. 


‘Wasuinaton, D. C.,; Jane 5, 1887. 

Washington is left alone among the beauty of its 
highly cultivated parks, . The National Drill is now a 
thing of the past,and a very bad dream it is feared 
__ financially; ‘a dream that will-assume a painful reality 
‘ when the promoters of the affair have to make good 
the. reported. d: fisit. of $30,000. But there is no 
» @uthentic statement of the expenses yet presented; in- 
deed, it is not yet possible to have had in all the items 
of expense, anda better showing may be hoped: for. 
Of the drill itself there can be no question of its suc- 
cess,.. In point. of numbers,.many more could have 
been accommodated and welcomed. Such a vastt-area 
as the portion allotted to the camp, and go large a space 
as the drill ground would have required three times the 
number of men who attended to have filled it, and as 
the preparations were made for a great: number, the ex- 
penses have bcen proportionately great. The com- 
mittee are out of pocket perhaps, the Toledo Cadets 
have had their just and bitter disappointment assuaged 
by their brilliant reception at home, and the two home 
companies;'the Washingion Light Infantry and the 
National Rifles, are made forever bitter foes, and so 
endeth the drill, happily in spite of many things not 
happy. in themselves, 

The annual session of the Association of Mechani- 
cal Engineers has been held here this week. This or- 
ganization numbers over seven hundred members. All 
of them are not present at this session, however, but 
representatives. from ail parts of the Union are. On 
Wednesday evening they were given a reception at the 
beautiful residence of ex.Commissioner Dent. . This 
house 1s one of the handsomest in the city; in regard to 
view and situation it is uadvubiedly one of the finest 
in the District.: Ou Georgetown Heights, in a park of 
noble old oak trees, the broad house with its wide halls 
and windows, has an air of solidity and permanence 
not often to be met with in American houses. The 
reception was largely attended by many prominent per- 
sons, residents, and visitors,and the members of the 
vassociation, with the ladies acsompanying them, must 
take away with them the pleasantest impressions of 
Washington, as indeed any visitor here during the 
month of May must be sure to do, 

The President and Mes. Cleveland still remsin in the 
Adirondack woods, where the President, if the catch 
of fish may not always come up to his wishes, can find 
im perfection that immunity from the public gaze so 
dear to his heart. 

The count of the cash in the Treasury, prior to the 
transfer of the office of Treasurer from Mr. Jordan to 
Mr.. James W. Hyatt, of Norwalk, Conn., has begun 
and will continue’ indefinitely. The national bank 
notes, the legal tenders, and silver cortificates were 
counted in two days, but when it comes to silver dol- 
lars piled stack upon stack in the vaults, it is another 
matter. It the men who succeeded in forcing the 
making of a law to purchase two million of silver 
bullion a month (2 500,000 standard silver dollars) could 
witness this count, they might probably realize the 
enormity of their offense. ach thousand dollars 
weigh sixty pounds, and are tied in a separate bag. The 
bags. are passed one by one down a line of from eight 
to twenty men, according to the distance to be tray- 
ersed from one vault to another, each bag is weighed in 
the presence of a committee, and piled up again in 
vaults that have to be braced up by strong beams on 
the outside to prevent the silver from bursting the 
walls. Every available space in the Treasury is now 
occupied by these bags of metal, and some idea of the 
magnitude of the subject may be reached and brought 
nearer a practicable conception, when it is understood 
that this store is added to each month by fifteen thou- 
sand pounds of silver in five thousand bags. Where 
will it end?, When willit stop? Washington will be- 
come a second Pompeii, and be buried, not in ashes, 
but in silver. 

The fleeting character of Washington life was. most 
sadly exemplifi d the other day, when it was desired to 
give Sir Edward Thornton, the former Minister from 
Great Britain to the United States, a dinner. Sir Ed- 
ward was requested to make’out a list of those of his 
former friends here he would like to meet again. He 
did so, and of all that list, numbering men once active 


and prominent in political and social life, but one could 
be found in the town. The others—where? Dead or 
forgotten in the oblivion of some distant small town.

Oil The Harness. 


Two brothers in Ohio at the same 
time bought each a set of farm harness 
made by me, says the correspondent of 
an exchange, from the same lot of leather. 
One oiled his harness each spring and 
fall, and kept it sound and pliable for ten 
or more years. The other never oiled 
his, but used it in wet and mud, and in 
three years it was hard and dry, and 
cracked and ripped, so as to be nearly 
worthless. For all this, of course, he 
blamed the harness maker. 

Never oil a harness when dry. 

Never hang it in the sun to dry or for 
the oil to atrike in. 

Some. leisure day in spring, fall, or 


winter take the harness into the cellar 
or some demp place; take all apart, and 
soak thoroughly in warm water. Then 
wash off dirt and gum, and when nearly 
dry on ouiside put on with swab or 
brush a heavy soat of oil, cither best 
tanner’s oil or beat neat’s-foot oil, with 
just enough lamp black to color it well. 
Lay it all in a pile. in the shade till the 
oil soaks in. If very dry and hard it 
will pay to put on agecond coat. When 
well soaked in, take castile soapsuds and 
& coarse rag and wash jt well. Thie 
closes the pores, gives it a gloss, and pre- 
vents cracking. If this is properly done 
twice a year the harness will keep nice 
as new and add one-half to the durabil- 
ity. eae aii 
Poultry Notes. 

Wheat chaff is an excellent thing t. 
throw into your poultry pens. It gives 
the fowls exercise by scratching amongst 
it,and they seem to enjoy it very much. 

Nests should be made por:able for cun 
venience of cleaning. Whitewash in 
side and out, then sprinkle sulphur in 
the bottom under the hay. Vermin will 
vacate. 

Tarred paper is the best and cheapest 
article in the world to keep cvid out of 
the poultry house, and he who negle-ta 
to keep the house comfortable ought noi 
to be allowcd to kéep fowls.
